on CERTAIN PECULIARITIES IN DIFFERENT EDI- 
TIONS OF THE HOLY SCRIPTURES. 

[The following gleanings concerning the dis- 
tinguishing features of certain Bibles appeared 
some months since in the Congregationalist. It 
would be easy to enlarge the list of evvaza, and 
by so doing to illustrate the difficulty of securing 
’ and maintaining accuracy in the text of the Scrip- 
tures. Even the most careful proof-reading may 
be defeated in some unexpected way. 

In the earlier editions of the authorized version, 
no attempt was made to secure uniform orthog- 
raphy, and a word might be spelled in two or 
thrée different ways on the same page—a method 
which would not be tolerated now in any printing 
office. Thus in Matthew vi. 23, we have both 
darkenesse and darknesse ; in Luke ii. 63, 64, 
he and hee. More, moe, and mo, are inter- 
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changeable forms of the same word. It is a 
well-known fact that at the present time the 
standard of orthography in English editions is 
different from that which has prevailed in the 
Familiar illustrations of this-are 
seen in sope, cloke, throughly, ringstraked, subtil, 
and some other words. The editors of the 
Record add a few paragraphs in brackets to 
the original article.] 

As we are on the eve of an amended version 
of the Scriptures, it may be of interest to glance 
back at some peculiarities and errors which have 
ey noted in certain past issues of the word of 

fo) 

In 1551, Nicolas Hyll at-London, printed an 
edition of what is known as the Matthew’s Bible, 
in which Psalm xci: 5, reads thus: 

So that thou shalt not nede to be afraid for any Bugges 
by night, nor for the Arrow that fiyeth by day. 

[This quaint rendering is not peculiar to the 
Matthew’s Bible, but is found also in Coverdale 
and in Taverner. ] 

In 1560 the Genevan Bible began to be issued, 
of which some two hundred editions were printed, 
all rendering Gen. iii. 7, as follows: 

Then the eies of them both were opened and they 
knew that they were naked, and they sewed figge tree 
leaues together, and made themselves breeches. 

This translation had at least two hints from its 
past. Caxton’s Golden Legend (1483) includes 
the translation of nearly the whole of the Penta- 
teuch, and renders this verse: 

And thus they knewe then that they were naked,and 
they toke figge leuis and sewed them to gyder for to 
couere theyr membres in maner of brechis. 


So also the Bible en Francoys by Jacques le 
Féyre d’ Estaples (1530) makes the last clause 
read: 

Iz consirent ensemble des fueilles de figuer et firent 
pour eulx des braies. 

In 1562 an edition of this Bible was issued at 
Geneva, which makes Matt. v. 9, read: 

Blessed are the place makers: for they shalbe called 
the children of God. 
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[This is of course a typographical error, and 
is to be looked for in only one edition; but the 
use of the word breeches, being a peculiarity of 
the translation, is one of the marks by which the 
Genevan version may be most readily identified. 
In Luke ii. 7, this translation uses cratch instead 
of manger, and in Romans xiv. 16, the reading is, 
“Cause not your commoditie to be evil spoken 
of.”’] 

In 1568 was published the “ Bishops’ Bible,” 
which renders Jeremiah viii. 22, in this manner: 

Is there no tryacle [treacle] in Gilead: is there no 
physician there? 

[The Genevan Bible agrees with the Author- 
ized in reading da/m in this passage, but in Gen- 
esis xliii. 11, it translates the same word vosiz, and 
in Genesis xxxvii. 25, it has a marginal note giving 
rosin, turpentine, or triacle as the equivalent of 
balim.| 

In 1600 was printed at Antwerp by Daniel 
Veruliet a New Testament which at the end of 
the third [fourth] chapter of Matthew has an 
erratum slip pasted down, containing the phrase: 
“Turie, and from beyond lordan”—the first three 
words having been accidentally omitted from the 
text of the fifth [twenty-fifth] verse. 

[This was the second edition of the Rhemish 
Testament. The omission occurs also in the 
former edition (1582) but the correction was 
made only after the second had been printed.] 


In 1609 the Douay Bible was printed by Lau- 
rence Kellam. This renders the text before 
noted (Jer. viii. 22) thus: 

Is there no rosin in Gilead? Is there no physician 
there? 


It is a curious fact that in the first issue in 1611 
of the standard King James’s Bible, two books 
seem to have been “set up” and used as 
“copy;” one of which rendered the last part of 
Ruth iti. 15; 

He measured six measures of barley, and laid it on 
her, and he went into the city. 
while the other rendered it; 


He measured six measures of barley, and laid it on 
her, and she went into the city. 


The latter is the true reading, but multitudes 
of Bibles in common use still contain the for- 
mer, from this source of error. 

[The two editions varied in many other 
respects as well as in this. It would be easy to 
ascribe this particular variation to pure accident, 
if the same diversity were not found in other 
versions also, The Wycliffe and the Douay 
versions, following the Vulgate, make it appear 
that Ruth went into the city. So does Taver- 
ner’s translation. The Hebrew and the Septua- 
gint seem to require the ‘masculine pronoun, 
An edition of the Genevan version in 1615 has 
shee, but an earlier copy, printed in Scotland, 
represents that it was Boaz who went into the 
city. King James’s printers were in doubt for a 
few years, but yielded at last in favour of the 
woman, After that, Ae did-not re-appear until 
our own times, Scrivener has restored it in his 
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Paragraph Bible, but the change, though appar- 
ently legitimate, has not been adopted by the 
privileged presses of Great Britain.] 

In 1629 an edition of the authorized version 
was printed at Cambridge, Eng., into which 
crept this mistake (1 Tim. iv. 16): 


Take heed unto thyself, and unto thy doctrine; con- 
tinue in them. ete. 


[This misprint had great currency, and con- 
tinued to be reproduced as late as 1762.] 
In 1631 an edition of the authorized version 


was printed at London by Robert Barker—of ~ 


which, it having been suppressed by Laud, four 
copies only, one in the British Museum, one in 
the Bodleian, one in Glasgow, and one in the 
Lenox Library, New York, are now known to 
exist—in which the negative was accidentally 
omitted from the seventh commandment. Curi- 
ously enough, a German version of the Scriptures 
exists in the library of Wolfenbittel, of a date 
just a century later, containing the same ex- 
traordinary omission. ’ 

In 1638 an edition of the Bible was printed at 
the Cambridge University press, in which Acts 
vi. 3 is rendered: 

Look ye out among you seven men of honest report, 
full of the Holy Ghost, and of wisdom, whom ye may 
appoint over this business. 


In 1653 John Field, printer to the Parliament, 
sent out as many aS 20,000 copies of an edition 
of the Scriptures, in which were many blunders 
(in some copies corrected), among others being 
this (1 Cor. vi. 9): 

Know ye not that the unrighteous shall inherit the 
kingdom of God. 


In 1717 J. Baskett at Oxford printed a version, 
in which the head line of Luke, chap. xx., reads, 
“The parable of the Vinegar,” instead of the 
Vineyard, 

In 1801 the University press at Oxford printed 
an edition which rendered Zech vi, 1, “there 
came forth chariots (instead of ‘four,’) out from 
between two mountains ;” and Romans xvi. 18, 
“and by good works (instead of ‘words’) and 
fair speeches deceive,” etc. 

The next year the king’s printers, London, 
blundered in 1. Tim. v. 21, by saying: 

I discharge thee before God, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 
and the elect angels, ete. 

In 1804 the Oxford press blundered again as 
follows (1 Kings. viii, 19): “out of thy Zons,” 
and (Gal. v. 17): “For the flesh lusteth after the 
spirit,” ete. : 

The next year the Cambridge University press 
was guilty of a still more curious error. The 
proof-reader “queried” a comma, and was 
replied to in the margin by the direction, “to 
remain.” The stupid compositor left out the 
pec and put in the “to remain;” thus (Gal. 
Iv. 29): 

Persecuted him that was born after the Spirit to remain 
even so it is now, 


_ The very next year (1806) the king’s printers 
in London nearly equalled this by making Ezek. 
xlvii. 10, read: ; 
And it shall come to pass that the fiskes shall stand 
upon it from Engedi even unto En-eglaim. 
‘The next year (1807) Oxford made another 
slip by printing Matt. xiii. 43: “Who hath ears 


to eer,” and Hebrews ix. 147 “Purge your con- 


Bolom The Holy Bible itself, in some of its editions hath been

science from 
God.” 

This was trifling, however, compared to the 
blunder the same press made three years later 
(1810) in printing Luke xiv. 26 thus: 

If any man come to me, and hate not his father . 
yea and his own wife also, he cannot be my disciple. 


So, in 1817, the king’s printers in London 
omitted the “not” from John xvii. 25, making 
the verse read: “Righteous Father, the world 
hath known Thee,” etc. 

The same press in 1823 rendered Gen. xxiv. 
61: “And Rebekah arose and her camels,” etc., 
and three years later the Cambridge University 
press rendered Ps. xlii. 1: “As the ear¢ panteth 
after the water-brooks,” etc. 

Perhaps it is not remarkable that the work of 
private printers on this side of the sea should 
now and then exhibit the results of careless proof- 
reading. We have before us a finely printed and 
bound 4to copy of the Bible, in pica, published 
in 1854 by E. H. Butler & Co., Philadelphia, in 
which, among others, we have noted the follow- 
ing errors, viz.: 

Gen. xlix. 23. The arches have sorely grieved him, and 
shot at him, ete. 

Il. Kings iv. 21. And she went up and laid him on the 
bed of the man of God, and shut the poor upon him, and 
went out. 

Ps, xeviii. 9. With righteous shall He judge the world, 
and the people with equity. 

Ps. exliii. 10. Thy spirit is good ; lead me into the land 
of uprighteousness. 

Ps. exlviii. 14. He also exhorteth the horn otf His peo- 
ple, ete. 

Isa. lyiii. 8. The glory of the Lord shall be thy. reward. 

Daniel ix. 7. O Lord, righteousness belongeth unto 
Thee, but unto us confesséon of faces as at this day, ete. 

Even the Bible Society—with its well-watched 
stereotypes—has been caught napping now and 
then, and we have a copy of its issue (of bour- 
geois 12mo, 1875) on our desk, in which, in the 
third of Matthew, the 15th verse is numbered 
eighteen, and the 17th, sixteen. [This misprint 
was discovered and corrected in the plates four 


years ago.] j 
Cotton Mather begins the double folio Sheet 
of errata for his Vagnalia thus: 


~aftfortved with Scandalous Errors of the Press-work; and 
in one of them, they so Printed those words, Psal. cxix. 
161: Printers have persecuted me without a cause. 


We have never identified further the edition 
to which he referred, but what we have said 
above perhaps offers general confirmation of 
the fact which cropped out, and was emphasized, 
through this particular blunder. arene 


[The Congregationalist also describes a large 
illustrated Bible, containing a view of the pyra- 
mids of Egypt, with a title beneath which was 
intended to read: “The Pyramids of Gizeh, 
from the Nile, looking West;” but, to the sur- 
prise of the beholder, it really runs, “ The Pyra- 
mids of Zizeh, from the Rhine, looking East!” 

One very commen error may sometimes be 
seen in 2 Cor. xii. 2, where the apostle is made 
to say, “I knew a man in Christ about fourteen 

- years ago,” instead of “above.” This misprint 
originated in one of the black-letter editions of 
the seventeenth century. Another misprint has 


lately been pointed out in more than one Amer- 
ican edition, in Jer. xlviii. 2, where a curious 
perversion of the sense results from ‘printing 
Madmen, the name of a Moabite city: “Also thou 
shalt be cut down, O madmen; the sword shall 
pursue thee.” 

We will only add, that while great pains are 
taken to secure the closest conformity to the 
standard in all the various editions of the 
Scriptures published by the Bible Society, it 
is quite possible for a misprint to lie unno- 
ticed for years if once it has escaped the severe 
scrutiny of repeated proof-reading; and the 
thanks of the Society are most freely rendered 
to any one who, having discovered what he 
thinks to be an error, takes the trouble to com- 
municate it to the Corresponding Secretaries, ] 


Foreign Department, 


Brazit.—Mr. Brown wrote from Recife, in 
Pernambuco, on the toth of January, where he 
had spent a month. He says: 

This year ought to see some advance made up 
the Amazon, though where to get the man or 
men is a puzzle not readily solved. The centre 
for that work must be Pard, for on account of 
the wide belt of desert and almost death-stricken 
country between that city and Maranhao, the 
next place of any importance south of it, it is 
quite out of the question to make the attempt 
from this place or even from Ceara. I hope one 
of the results of the labours of Mr. Nelson and 
his assistants will be to furnish a man willing to 
undertake work for the Society, both in Para 
and up the valley of the Amazon. 

I have looked into the facts as thoroughly as I 
can, and I have Mr. Smith’s judgment to con- 
firm me in the opinion that these places, easily 
accessible from Pernambuco, can be re-canvassed 
with more profitable results than attended the 
first attempts at distributing the Scriptures. 


UruGuay.—Mr. Milne, after various delays at 
different points, reached Monte Video before the 
close of December. During his absence the 
unsettled state of the country and the revolution 
at Buenos Ayres had impeded the work of dis- 
tribution; but some colporteurs had continued 
faithfully in service, and had canvassed large 
districts of country with satisfactory success. 
Their report of distribution for nine months 
showed a circulation, chiefly by sale, of 770 
Bibles, 666 Testaments, and 2,654 Portions. 


West Arrica.—The Rev. Joseph Gomer 
writes from Shengay, acknowledging the receipt 
of a box of Bibles, for which he says there is 
a great demand in those parts, which he had not 
been able to supply. He says also: 

There are still a few copies of Arabic Bibles 
remaining.’ That those which have been given 
away have not been without effect, is evinced 
by the attendance of Mohammedans from time to 
time at our services, a thing which before was 
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quite unknown. Our Bible shows them that we 
are not unbelievers, as they have been led to 
suppose. Instances like this bring forcibly to 
mind the assurance given by Jehovah himself, 
that his word shall not return unto him void, 
but shall accomplish that whereunto it is sent.

A BIBLE HOUSE IN YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, 


YOKOHAMA, Jan, 7, 1881. 


On the 17th of December, 1880, we moved into 
our new Bible House—a two-storied building, 
just finished in accordance throughout with our 
desires, and of which we have a lease for a term 
of years. 

It is ina locality admirably adapted to our 
business—near to the native town, but a few 
steps from the principal landing, and opposite 
the Union Church. The store is one of the 
pleasantest in town, plain, but light, roomy and 
pleasant, and a store-room and office open into 
it on the first floor, while on the second floor 
are several attractive rooms, which can be let to 
others for offices, or which can be used for Bible 
purposes, if in time they are needed for them. 
The friends of the American Bible Society here 
express much pleasure that we are now in 
quarters so well adapted to our work, which is 
already so large, and which is so rapidly extend- 
ing on every hand. 

This evening’s meeting of the “Week of 
Prayer,” which was to have been held as usual 
in the lecture room of the Union Church, on 
account of an accident there was suddenly 
transferred to our spacious store. This was for 
us of the American Bible Society a very pleasant 
providence, for the meeting served as a dedi- 
catory service of our new Bible House. To-day’s 
general subject of prayer was “All Nations;” 
and it was remarked that it was an especially 
appropriate topic for prayer in such a locality, 
for the Bible Society was the special channel of 
work for all nations. Prayers were made for 
the work which would be carried on from this 
Bible centre, as well as for the work of all the 
Bible societies in this land. 

One of the honoured and gifted missionary 
ladies of our circle, though very definite in her 
views against a woman’s speaking in public, in 
the absence of her husband, and as the only one 
present who could tell from personal rheWicdee 
of the inception of the work in Japan twenty 
years ago, told in thrilling words of their early 
attempts to circulate the Chinese Scriptures, 
and how Mr. Goble, now doing such successful 
work for the American Bible Society, at one 
time induced some to accept a few such books, 
and how every volume was carefully secured by 
the native authorities, and returned with the 
injunction that such books should not be circu- 
lated. The demand was even made that Chris- 
tian books in Chinese, in the possession of the 
missionaries themselves, should all be given up 
to the native authorities ; but, with the sanction 
and assistance of the American consul, this 
demand was successfully resisted. And now, in 
view of the completed translation of the New 
Testament and of its untrammelled circulation, 
and meeting, as we were, in a house especially 
devoted to Bible work in Japan, we could not 
but recognize the fact, that all this of to-day 
was in answer to the united prayers of those 

early days—the same power which shall open 
the doors of Japan and of the world yet more 


wonderfully. With the speaker, we could not 
but exclaim, “What hath God wrought!” and 
with her we were stimulated to expect yet 
greater things.

PERSIA. 

We give below some extracts from Mr.Whipple’s 
letters from Oroomiah, indicating the peril to 
which he has been exposed and the interruptions 
to his plans of work which have been so sadly 
deranged by the war. The mail which reached 
Oroomiah on the 24th of November was the first 
to go through in six weeks, and even by it Mr. 
Whipple received no letters, as his mail matter 
had not been forwarded from Tabreez. 

OnoomisH, Oct. 25, 1580. 

My plans were all made to leave here yester- 
day, in company with the English consul from 
Tabreez on business here for his government, 
and Rev. Mr. Wright, the delegate to the annual 
meeting from Tabreez station. Our horses were 
engaged and all things in readiness, but the 
way has been closed in a most strange and try- 
ing way, which I shall now relate. 

There has been a rumor for some time that 
the Koords were preparing to rebel against the 
Persian government and to march against Souj- 
bolak, Maragha, Oroomiah, and Tabreez. Not 
much faith was placed in this report. But it has 
been fully verified, for they have already cap- 
tured the first two, and have come down on 
several sides from their mountain fastnesses, and 
have surrounded this city. The siege has already 
continued one week, and I am while now writing 
“a prisoner in my own hired house,” or rather 
in the premises of the missionaries at the city. I 
am the only one of the gentlemen here. For 
several days we have been expecting the Koords 
would descend and attack the city, but as we 
could see from our roof when they were march- 
ing down we thought it not necessary to leave 
until they were actually coming. Only Mr. Old- 
father and family, and Miss Dean and Miss Van 
Duzee, in charge of the female seminary, and 
my Wife, child and self, guests of Mr. O— 
were at the city. Mr. Labaree and family, and 
Mrs. Cochran, were at Seir, their home, and Dr. 
Shedd and Dr. Cochran and families were at the 
college premises, about twenty minutes’ ride 
from the city. The English consul and Mr. 
Wright were their guests. When it became 
evident the Koordish sheikh with his hordes of 
wild Koords, robbers, and murderers, was actu- 
ally coming down upon the city, it was decided 
best that all the ladies and the school-girls go 
to the college, and two gentlemen stay here to 
guard the — and the refugees from the 
city (the Christian part) and the outside vil- 
lages who fled: within our premises for pro- 
tection. I volunteered for one to stay, and Dr. 
Cochran or Dr. Shedd from the college would 
come in and stay with me. But the Koords 
came down sooner than was expected, and the 
way was cut off so that no one could come, and 
I was left alone. Our houses are near the outer 
wall of the city. The Koords surrounded a part 
of the city walls, the gates of which had pre- 
viously been closed and_ barricaded, and the 


places in the walls which were broken down | 


were repaired. So we were shut in. The fight- 
ing began about six o’clock, one week to-night, 
and a fierce and constant firing on both sides was 
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kept up. For about three days and nights it 
continued almost incessantly. The balls I could 
hear plainly whiz past overhead. The Koords 
were well supplied with ammunition, and. had 
some Martini-Henry breech-loading rifles, which 
they used to good purpose, but they had no 
artillery. The Persians had a few cannon, which 
they placed at each gate and on the watch- 
towers on the walls, and kept the enemy from 
making a sally. No one believed the Koords 
were strong enough to make such a bold stand, 
but they have nothing to lose and everything to 
gain, and have suffered wrongs so long and have 
not beén able to get redress from the Persian 
government that they are desperate, and say 
they might as well die in defending their rights 
as to be crushed to the earth and then die. 

_ The past three days have been quiet—very 
little firing—and I learn to-day there is talk 
of an armistice and perhaps some settlement 
arranged by the authorities and the sheikh, so 
the Koords will raise the siege and depart. 
Some understanding must be arrived at soon, 


_ for the water supply of the city has been cut 


off by the Koords, and the city cannot stand a 
long siege. 

Although alone and exposed to much danger, 
yet the Lord has graciously protected me and 
all under my care, and not an accident has hap- 
pened to any of us. I felt it was my duty to 
stay, not merely because I had property interest 
(all my household godds are here), but because 
of the interest of the work in the future it was 
necessary that some of the gentlemen stay in 
each place, for protection of property and those 
who iled to us for safety. Of course there is 
danger in any one of the places. Yesterday I 
succeeded in getting a letter to Mrs. Whipple, 
the first word since we parted a week ago. | 
have not as yet heard direct from her, though 
only twenty minutes distant. But a man came 
in night before last bringing word of the safety 
of all then at the college and Seir, and I heard 
from there to-day to the same effect. 

This is certainly a strange experience, and one 
not even thought of by me. It seems as though 
God’s wrath was resting on this land. They 
no sooner recover from a terrible famine than 
a destructiye disease comes, carrying off many 


““that.gurvived the famine. And now on the heels 


of this death comes this war; the three courses 
seem to be let loose, famine, pestilence, and the 
sword. The Koords are plundering in every 
direction the many villages on the plains of 
Oroomiah, and carrying off grain, cattle, and 
household goods, as well as all the money they 
can get. A most distressing state of affairs, and 
this in the face of winter approaching. The 
people had laid in their winter stores, but these 
are now all gone. May God have mercy upon 
the poor sufferers. Wheat is already three and 
four times the usual price, and it will be still 


dearer.« 
November 10. 


Order has been restored somewhat in the city, 
but still it is dangerous to go back and forth 
from Seir, though we go to and from the college. 
Weare thankful that our lives were even spared. 
For a time it seemed rather dubious. The bul- 
lets came all about us, falling in our yards, and 
three came through the windows in the very 
room in which I was sitting, and one passed 
just above my head while eating dinner. The 


-"Koords have stripped the villages about the 


oe 


city and plains—eighty-three as far as we have 
heard, and now the Persian soldiers have come 
im and are taking what the Koords left. Wheat 
and all living articles have advanced to famine 
prices, and very little left. The prospect ahead 
of us is not very cheering. But it is starvation 
for the poor, poor people unless some relief is 
sent soon, 

Do remember us constantly in your prayers, 
please. God has shown his mercies unto us in 
a most remarkable manner, and we dove and 
trust him as we never did before. We believe 
he will bring us safely out of all these troubles, 
and that it will work out for the advancement 
of his blessed kingdom. 


: November 25. 

I send you a line to let you know we are 
still kept in safety. Since I wrote you last, the 
Koords have left, the siege was broken up, and 
they have left the plain and retreated to the 
mountains, f 

An army has come to the relief of the city, 
and another has just come in, commanded by 
a Persian prince. One army will pursue the 
Koords in one direction, and the other in 
another direction. And the report is now that 
still another and larger army, under the com- 
mand of the commander-in-chief of all the forces 
in Persia, is marching here. The king, for once, 
is bestirring himself, and seems to be in earnest 
in putting down this rebellion. It is well he is, 
for it is very formidable and wide-spread, and 
for a time it looked as though the sheikh would 
be successful. This army is said to number some 
25,000 men. What they are to subsist upon when 
they reach here is a question. For what the 
Koords did not carry away, which was very 
little, these two armies have eaten almost up. 
The poor people are in terror; starvation is 
staring them in the face. 

Yesterday, when we went to call upon the 
prince, our gates were crowded with the poor 
famine-stricken people, men, women, and chil- 
dren, sitting on the bare ground, with hardly 
clothing enough to cover their nakedness. They 
were waiting to receive the small piece of bread 
we give them every day. Oh, that we were able 
to do more. My heart bleeds for them. I am 
giving out of my own pocket all I can spare, in 
order to help them; and the other missionaries 
are doing the same. They have funds, however, 
to give, that were sent from the United States 
and Europe, last year. 

Prices of living articles, food, etc., are going 
up all the time. The people say they fear this 
year more than the last, even though there was 
a famine. Then, they say, they had houses, 
their beds, clothing, etc., but this year ad? have 
been taken away from them, even their houses 
have been burnt, z.¢., the timbers supporting 
the roof, for the walls are mud, and only the 
rafters and doors can they burn. 

About my getting away from here this winter 
and taking that journey to Teheran, Ispahan, 
and Shirez, it looks very doubtful. For as yet 
the ways are all closed. I was talking this 
morning with a chirader, or owner of horses, 
about hiring horses to take me to Tabreez, He 
is afraid to risk his horses. The soldiers them- 
selves have turned robbers, and there is no 
safety even from them. I shall decide in a few 
days whether to “run the gauntlet” or not. We 
are all very well. I feel in excellent condition 
for a journey if I could only get away. 


COLPORTAGE IN SIBERIA. 


Our correspondent in St. Petersburg sends an 
interesting communication concerning the distri- 
bution of Scriptures in Siberia. The two col- 
porteurs sent out by the Russian society in Au- 
gust last entered upon their work with enthusi- 
asm and energy. It is much to be regretted, 
however, that the elder and more experienced of 
the two, who had rendered ten years of effective 
service to the society on the shores of the Black 
Sea, was a few weeks later stricken down with 
an incurable disease. Mr. Prince says: “ While 
so many of his former comrades have fallen in 
the cause of what was to them religious faith, 
our friend is almost an isolated instance of a Rus- 
sian yielding up his life in the midst of convicts 
and exiles, while handing them the bread of life 
as contained in God’s holy word.” 

It appears from the reports that the two col- 
porteurs, in September, in Tiumen Town and in 
places situated on the road to Tobolsk, disposed 
of 773 copies of the New Testament, and in Oc- 
tober, in Tobolsk, in Abanak Monastery and in 
Ivanoff Nunnery, they sold 570 copies, the pro- 
ceeds of sales in the two months being 320 
roubles. The report of one of the colporteurs 
reads as follows: 


Notwithstanding the warning received ex route 
that the work people employed at the works and 
mills of Stschadrinsk and Tiumen districts—being 
ticket-of-leave persons and returned convicts— 
were of a very dangerous class and very im- 
moral, we decided to penetrate thither, and we 
have now to inform the society that we were 
more than heartily received. It is necessary to 
observe, that at two mills the most of the peo- 
ple as well as employers are dissenters from the 
orthodox faith, and yet the Holy Scriptures were 
readily purchased by both workmen and em- 
ployers; and considerable sales were effected, 
comrades and masters advancing the money in 
cases where the purchaser had not the needful 
sum. I was especially gladly welcomed at Yad- 
rishnikoffs mill, which is situated at some dis- 
tance from populated places and from churches. 

The circulation of the Scriptures in Tiumen 
also went well; books were eagerly bought, and 
‘many persons were very grateful to the society 
for sending the Scriptures into those parts. 

My arrival in Tobolsk has been marked by the 
sad circumstance, to me, of my friend’s incurable 
illness. It is my feeble endeavour to make up 
what is wanting, as far as lies in my power, and 
to this I would add that the circulation of the 
word of God is prospering. Persons have been 
found who appreciate the sacred views of the 
society and are as much as possible assisting it. 
Several government officials expressed them- 
selves more than sympathetically in regard to 
our labours, so that besides the 700 copies 
already circulated in this town, I hope to dis- 
pose of many more. 


A few days later he adds this very interesting 
intelligence: 
I have now the honour of informing the soci- 


_ ety that I have petitioned the Tobolsk govern- 
ment court and the director of schools of the 
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government (or State) of Tobolsk with regard 
to their purchasing copies of the Scriptures for 
the village schools. In reply they inform me 
to-day that they are in need of such books for 
the village schools, and give me an_ order for 
2,400 copies of Russian and Slavonic Testaments 
and Psalms. Please send these books as soon 
as possible, addressed to the care of the Eco- 
nome of the House of the Bishop in Tobolsk. 
Most of the volumes will be sent to the most 
northern portions of the government of Tobolsk, 
viz., Obdorsk, Beresoff, Sourgout, Samarove, etc., 
whither up to this time our books have never 
penetrated. Please hasten the despatch of the 
books, as I have promised them for the first of 
January. Three days hence I go to Iskime fari. 
Pray to God for me that I may have a success- 
ful journey. In consequence of my success 
hitherto, I feel very happy to-day.

THE RUSSIAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

In the number of the Bible Society Record for 
October last we laid before our readers some 
statements about the organization and working 
of a society founded in St. Petersburg for the 
purpose of circulating the Scriptures among the 
poor people of the Russian empire. At that 
time we had not seen the September number of 
the Oriental Church Magazine, a periodical pub- 
lished in this city quarterly, under the editorial 
care of the Rev. Nicolas Bjerring, of the Russian 
Orthodox Church. We have since learned that 
it contained a paper going over the same ground 
with our article, and communicating to its Amer- 
ican readers satisfactory proof of the interest 
awakened among the.adherents of that branch 
of the Oriental Church, in disseminating the word 
of life among the people. 

We copy now the greater part of the magazine 
article, omitting a few paragraphs, the substance 
of which has already been published in the 
Record. 

The present Russian Bible Society (or, as it is 
called in Russia, “The Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures,”’) was founded in 
1863. That decade was a remarkable period in 
the history of modern Russia. It was a time 
when Russia, after many years of lethargy, was 
seized with a great enthusiasm for regeneration, 
which found its highest expression in the eman- 
cipation of the serfs. 

All had become alive and harmonious, as all 
nature is alive and vocal with music in the 
spring, after the deadly cold of the winter is past 
and gone. The educated classes proclaimed in 
literary works the approach of a golden age, 
when. nobleman and peasant (Jariz ¢ muzik) 
would be one soul and one body. But’as soon 
as this flaming enthusiasm descended to the 
mujiks, So soon the chill of disappointment 
dampened its fire. The peasantry, emancipated 
from slavery, represented such a dark and heavy 
mist that in its natural condition it could be only 
an awkward obstacle to the successful evolution 
of the country. The first and natural thought 


was to teach the people to read and write, and 


indeed schools soon began to appear in such 
numbers that before long there was no consider- 
able village without a school. 


———— 


a 
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The leaders of society went further. They 

wished not only to instruct the people in reading 
and writing, but also to break up suddenly their 
traditional methods of thought and belief, and 
for this purpose they began to clean and sweep 
the souls of the sawiks with such an indiscreet 
ardor that the very faith of the Church was in 
danger of injury. This state of affairs alarmed 
the well-disposed portion of Russian society, 
and out of it appeared those serious and patriotic 
people, who endeavoured to take measures both 
for supporting religious belief among the peasan- 
try and for a reaction against the spread of un- 
belief among the educated classes. The separate 
actors in this field at length combined in various 
societies, and one of the last was called, “The 
Society for the Propagation of the Holy Scrip- 
tures in Russia.” 
_ These are the conditions which called into ex- 
istence this society. At first it consisted of a 
very limited number of members, but in time it 
increased its membership. The society regarded 
as its principal task the circulation of the New 
Testament among the people, the Russian trans- 
fation of which had just appeared. Afterwards 
it issued the other books of Holy Scripture, as 
they were translated under the immediate super- 
vision of the Holy Synod of the Russian Church, 
and next by participation of its first member, 
His Eminence, Metropolitan Isidor of St. Peters- 
burg. The entire translation of the Bible was 
completed in 1876. 

In distributing the books among the people, 
the society was obliged to take such measures 
as would be called exclusively Russian ones. 
Through absence of the ways of communication, 
and because of the small circulation of newspa- 
pers, the usual means of circulating the books by 
selling them in stores and by advertisements in 
the papers would be quite ineffectual, as into 
most villages such ways only lead by which “zhe 
magpies go easy” (as is said in Russia), and 
where no paper ever appears. Therefore the 
society chose the system of colportage in the 
country, the colporteurs going into the villages 
with boxes of books and hawking them about 
for sale. This method was found the fittest, also, 
because many of “the dark people” do not even 
know what.these books are, and therefore need a 
-*prelaminary. explanation of their contents and 
value. Fortunately, among the members of the 
society suitable persons for this purpose were 


found, who devoted themselves with their whole 


hearts to the holy work, and made their labour 
in circulating the holy books the serious work 
of their life and devotion. With heavy boxes on 
their backs, they went’in all directions over the 
boundless fields of Russian territory—from War- 
saw to the far depths of Siberia, and from the 
cold rocks of Finland to the burning country 
beyond the Caucasus, Everywhere they bore 
with them the holy books, announcing the truth 
of the word of God. New Testaments were 
bought with the greatest zeal, and there were 
frequent occasions which show what attractive 
power the gospel has for people to whom before 

it was not accessible except by fragmentary read- 
ing in church and in the old Sclavonic language, 
which is not quite clear to them. ' 

The Holy Scriptures are circulated with great 
success among the soldiers, most of whom, 
through the proper organization of regimental 
schools, are able to read and write. During the 
last Turco-Russian war many of them marched 
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to assault the deadly Plevna with gospels in 
their knapsacks, and for the survivors of those 
murderous assaults the reading of the holy book 
was the only consolation. “For this book, dear 
brethren, we must give up even life,” said a 
soldier buying the gospel; and this can be con- 
sidered as the general feeling of the Russian 
soldiery. 

This sum total of books circulated during 
seventeen years, 611,506 copies, may appear to 
readers accustomed to the large figures in the 
yearly accounts of British and American Bible 
Societies as very small. But to properly estimate 
these figures we must bear in mind that Russia 
is not America, and its people, until recently, 
had not emancipated themselves from the evils 
of slavery, demoralizing and killing the spiritual 
life; that the first generation of free citizens, 
born after the year 1861, has not yet attained full 
age, and that learning, until recently, could take 
but weak root among the people. Since 1873, 
there is observable a sort of decrease in the cir- 
culation of the holy books. But this can be ex- 
plained by the fact that since that date the Holy 
Synod of the Russian Church has itself begun to 
work most earnestly for the circulation of the 
Holy Scriptures. The Synod now has its own 
bookstores, and it is possible that hereafter it 
will take on itself the whole work of the society. 
At all events, these figures concerning the circu- 
lation of Holy Scripture in Russia are quite 
sufficient for the society to claim the gratitude 
of.the country, where the darkness of ignorance 
still covers, with an impenetrable and heavy 
veil, many remote villages, which have no idea 
of a newspaper, and in which the only learned 
people are the priest and the village clerk. The 
appearance of even one copy of Holy Scripture 
in such a village, before all other books, is a 
blessed event. It is the first ray of light—the 
divine light in the kingdom of darkness.

NICOMEDIA. 


BIBLE Hovusek, CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 19, 1880, 


Last week I was again absent for four days 
visiting several villages and towns in the dis-. 
trict of which Nicomedia is the centre. In one 
of these towns, situated high up on the side 
of a mountain, I found four hundred Armenian 
houses or some two thousand souls. The town 
is called “ Aslanbeg,” or the town of the Lion 
Lord. The people have long been noted for 
their rough ways, and have remained quite de- 
termined in their hostility to evangelical senti- 
ments. Our lamented Brother Parsons often 
visited them to offer them the word of life and 
persuade them to turn to Christ. His quiet earn- 
estness left its mark upon not a few, and many 
were the inquiries made in regard to the proba- 
bility of his murderers receiving merited punish- 
ment. It was a joy to my heart to find that in 
more than two-thirds of the families the word 
of God, in whole or in part, was to be found. It 
was a striking testimony to the faithfulness of 
Brother Parsons and the colporteurs employed 
under his superintendence. Although great in- 
difference to the truths of the gospel now reigns 
in the village, there is hope of better things. 
After great effort on the part of the missionary 
and his coadjutors, a regular preaching service 
has been established in the town and some 
twenty-five are in attendance. A school of 
sixteen has also been gathered, taught by the 
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preacher. In another town, lower down upon 
the plain, I spent the night, and told a little com- 
pany of some sixty persons of the Bible work in 
the empire. In this town also a new interest has 
recently sprung up, the Sabbath congregation 
having increased from thirty to nearly one hun- 
dred. The interest is largely among the women; 
which is a new thing. We trust that the seed 
sown so diligently by our lamented Brother 
Parsons and his assistants will spring up and 
bear fruit an hundred fold.

SUPERINTENDENTS, 
ALABAMA. 


I attended the anniversaries of the Tuscaloosa 
and Jefferson County Bible Societies, both of 
which were quite satisfactory. Each was hon- 
oured with a large and intelligent congregation. 
Ialso attended the Alabama Conference of the 
Methodist Protestant Church, and the East Ala- 
bama Conference of the Zion Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. I enjoyed these visits very much, 
and hope that much good will result from them. 
Both bodies evinced great appreciation of the 
American Bible Society, by their kind reception 
of your Superintendent in his presentation of 
the Bible cause. The Zion Conference closed

song, and a “nickel” collection, amounting to 
eight -dollars. 


“ARKANSAS. 

December was mainly spent on the line of the 
Little Rock and Memphis Railroad, with a view 
of ascertaining the destitution of the ten river- 
counties. I attended the White River Confer- 
ence, Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at 
Helena, Bishop Pierce, of Georgia, presiding. 
I was cordially received, and made an address 
which was well taken. The Conference prom- 
ised hearty co-operation in their field. . The 
destitution in the ten counties was stated to be 
very great, the auxiliaries unable to do the work, 
and the people poor. I also visited the presi- 
dent of the Memphis and Shelby County Bible 
Society, who corroborated all the statements 
made at the Conference. I have had corres- 
pondence with a number of ministers of this 
Conference since its sessions, showing their 
deep interest in our work. 

Next I visited Lonoke and Vicinity Bible Soci- 
ety, held the anniversary, received a handsome 
donation to the general work, and an order for 
books for its depository. 


CALIFORNIA AND NEVADA. 

During the month of November I was fully 
occupied with the Wycliffe memorial meetings, 
together with the supervision of the general 
interests of our work. The Wycliffe. meetings 
have been a success in every particular. That 
held in Calvary Presbyterian Church was said to 
be the best ever attended in the building. The 
Rev. John Hemphill, pastor, Rev. W. A. Scott, 
D.D., LL.D., of St. John’s Presbyterian Church, 
Rev. Mr. Reed, Rev. Mr. Noble, of the Plymouth 
Congregational Church, Rev. Mr. Needham, of 
Grace Methodist Episcopal Church, and vour 


Superintendent, participated in the addresses. 
Tabevestta services were also held in the How- 
ard Street Methodist Episcopal Church, the 
Bethany Congregational Church, and the Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Tabernacle. All of the above 
meetings were held on the first Sabbath evening 
of November, in San Francisco, and a@// speak 
in high terms of them. The collections aggre- 
gated $211 15. ‘ : 

Other Wycliffe commemorative meetings were 
held in Sacramento, Napa City, Oakland, East 
Oakland, Petaluma, and Stockton, at which 
interesting addresses were delivered to large 
audiences. I think the Bible work on my field 
was never ina more healthy condition. 


COLORADO, NEBRASKA, ETC. . 

In Gage County I found a revival of Bible 
work in the Blue Springs Branch Bible Society. 
A young lawyer from the east had settled in the 
village, and finding the local society in a féeble 
condition, had a meeting called, addresses de- 
livered, and practically a reorganization secured. 
We had a good anniversary meeting, a full con- 
gregation. The president told me he was de- 
termined to get up another meeting during the 
winter in the interests of Bible circulation. 
Thus the west is sometimes blessed by the east 
furnishing men and women who have piety that 
will bear transplanting. 

At Pawnee County Bible Society I had a 
delightful time. It is an auxiliary with one 
branch, with stock on hand valued at $114, not 
owing one cent, with a credit at the Bible 
House, and reporting collections during the 
year of $57 37. This condition of things is 
largely due to the zeal and energy of the treas- 
urer, ably seconded by co-operating churches 
and pastors. 

In Richardson County Bible Society, an aux- 
iliary with two branches, I found a most cheer- 
ing activity at Humboldt Branch Bible Society. 
The president had induced some ladies to make 
a visitation of families to ascertain destitutions 
and raise contributions. When I made my 
annual visit I found that the ladies had visited 
about three-quarters of the town and received 
$20 35 in aid of Bible circulation. 


ILLINOIS AND WESTERN INDIANA, 


The auxiliaries reporting in November are in 
good running order, and some of them are in 
excellent condition. This is true of Boone and 
Winnebago Counties, especially the latter, which 
makes its usual good report this year. There 
were three anniversary meetings held in differ- 
ent parts of the city of Rockford on the same 
evening, which were all well sustained and inter- 
esting. The cause is by no means losing its 
hold upon the good people of that city and 
vicinity. Another five hundred dollar donation 
to the Parent Society indicates their interest in 
the work at large. 

The Galena Bible Society held its forty-ninth 
anniversary in the Methodist Episcopal Church 
of that city, Nov. 14th. An excellent address 
was delivered by Rev. T. C. Clendening, of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. This society is 
in excellent financial condition; it is the oldest 
auxiliary in Northern Illinois, and will probably 
celebrate its jubilee next year. 


Perry County is wide awake, and makes a> 


Wycliffe donation to the Parent Society of $250. 
St. Clair County has completed its thorough 
canvass, and makes a good showing of mis- 
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sionary work. There Jhave been, in the last 
three years, \10,428 families visited, 1,905 found 
destitute, 1,085 were supplied, as were 1,498 
individuals. 

IOWA. 


_,.During November I visited the following aux- 
iliaries: Des Moines County, De Witt, Polk 
County, Creston, Ackworth and Vicinity, Belle 
Plaine, Morning Sun, Monroe County, Lucas 
County, and Page County Bible Societies. Most 
of these societies are improving and some are 
excellent. The letters received in the last two 
months have been cheering, as they indicate a 
growing desire and purpose to work. I think 
we have more earnest workers at present in 
Iowa than ever before. 

T spent the first Sunday in December at Grand 
Junction and Jefferson, in Greene County, reach- 
ing both anniversaries the same day. These 
two societies are doing well, and they had excel- 
lent Bible meetings. On the second Sunday I 
attended the anniversary of the Pottawattomie 
County Bible Society, at Council Bluffs. It was 
one of the best I ever attended in Iowa. The 
attendance was large, the addresses good, and 
the entire exercises were inspiring. They have 
now completed the thoreugh canvass of the 
county, the largest in territory in the State. 

The third Sabbath I was at Mt. Pleasant, and 
attended the Henry County Bible Society anni- 
versary. They are canvassing the field mostly 
upon the volunteer plan, and expect to finish it 
this year. 


KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE. 


The weather during the last month was cold 
and unpleasant, but the work has been prose- 
cuted without abatement. I spent one Sunday 
at Hickman, Ky., where I held the annual meet- 
ing of the Fulton County Bible Society. It was 
a profitable occasion, the collection being fifty 
dollars in cash. 

From Hopkinsville to Cadiz, in Trigg County, 

I had a fearful ride, in an old wagon, over a 
rough road for twenty-one miles, a snow storm 
blowing in my face. But a good meeting resulted 
in a contribution of over fifty dollars, and I col- 
lected money enough to relieve the auxiliary 
from all debt to the Parent Society. 
-*“ferwas given a very attentive hearing at the 
Memphis Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, at Trenton, Tenn., Bishop 
McTyeire presiding. A strong committee was 
appointed on the Bible cause, and I trust an 
interest was awakened. i 

The Maysville and Mason County Bible Soci- 
ety celebrated its fifty-eighth annual meeting on 
the second Sunday of December. A specialty 
of the meeting was the Wycliffe memorial, six 
churches of the city uniting in the celebration. 
The Rev. R. M. Dudley, D.D., president of the 
Georgetown, Ky., Baptist College, delivered the 
oration to a very large and highly apprecia- 
tive audience. The contributions to our cause 
amounted to $124 25. This is one of our best 
organized and best working auxiliaries. _ 

The third Sunday I spent at the anniversary 
of the Warren County Bible Society, Bowling 
Green. Here also the Wycliffe semi-millennial 
was celebrated; the Rev. Dr. Granberry, of 
Vanderbilt University, Nashville, Tenn., deliv- 
ered an admirable address. Though the weather 
was inclement, the congregation was very fine, 
and the meeting pleasant and profitable. The

KANSAS. 

The effects of the drought in the western part 
of the State have disarranged ministerial work 
very much, and retarded our efforts to supply 
the destitute through pastors. A good many 
have left their fields of labour, and those remain- 
ing have the subject of “ bread which perisheth ” 
much brought before them by the wants of their 
congregations. 

The summing up of the work done in Allen 
County by the agent, shows the largest destitu- 
tion heretofore found in the State. He reports 
as follows: Days of service, 107; miles travelled, 
1,703; families visited, 2,129; found destitute, 428; 
supplied, 357. 

larger number than formerly, of ministers, 
are now applying for books. As soon as the 
severity of winter passes, wider fields demand- 
ing work are to be found. Thus far the fields 
canvassed have attached all the people more to 
the value of the American Bible Society. 


MISSOURI. 

The Adair County Bible Society, centering at 
Kirksville, two hundred miles from St. Louis 
and not far from Iowa, is second to none of our 
auxiliaries. Six of its churches each year make 
the last Sabbath in November a great day for 
the great congregation to meet together and 
magnify the Bible, and this book, too, is read 
each morning to the four hundred students in 
the Normal school here. 

During nine months of the present year, 22,297 
volumes of Scripture, valued at $7,946 67, have 
been distributed by our colporteurs in Missouri. 
This is in excess of the work of the entire pre- 
vious year by 1,786 volumes, valued at $1,294 34. 
During this period they have visited 31,715 fam- 
ilies, found 6,588 without a Bible, and have sup- 
plied 4,770 and 4,488 individuals. The sales and 
collections have exceeded sajary and expenses 
by $2,268 36, 

NEW MEXICO AND ARIZONA. 

I feel thankful for what has been done through 
our colporteurs and others, the past month. 
Though our books for colporteurs’ work have 
been delayed in reaching us on account of snow 
storms, we have had enough to supply all 
around. The Romish priests are by no means 
satisfied with our work, but we avoid giving 
Bibles altogether, and probably few, if any, will 
be burned. The colporteurs report some warm 
friends made even among Romanists; one man 
gave lodgings and fodder all for nothing, and 
another pressed the colporteur to come to his 
house and stay there while the town was can- 
vassed. May God’s word have due effect upon 
the people! 

In December I should have been up the country 
to Las Vegas and Santa Fé, but did not get there 
because of the revolution in Socorro, the troubles 
at Santa Fé and at White Oaks, a mining camp 
about eighty miles southeast of here. 


OREGON AND WASHINGTON TERRITORY, 


In November I visited the following county 
societies : Marion, Clatsop, Yamhill, and Clacka- 
mas, and have assisted at their business and 
anniversary meetings. Marion County Bible Soci- 
ety held its annual meeting at the Evangelical 
Church in Salem on Saturday evening, Nov. 6th. 
The report of the managers indicates a good 
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degree of success in the Bible work during the 
year. There were two Lible meetings held on 
Sabbath evening, at the Congregational and 
Christian Churches respectively, with good at- 
tendance and encouraging success. 

The annual meetings of the Yamhill County 
Bible Society were held at McMinnville in 
the Cumberland Presbyterian and the Baptist 
Churches, Nov. 21st. : 

These meetings were all more interesting than 
usual. During the month I made fifty visits to 
business places, sold thirty volumes of Scripture, 
and collected $202 28 for the Oregon Bible 
Society. 

TEXAS. 

I visited and addressed the annual meetings 
of the Synod of Colorado of the Central Pres- 
byterian Church, the Texas Synod of the South- 
ern Presbyterian Church, the Northwest Texas 
Conference and the North Texas Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, the Austin Con- 
ference, and the Southern German Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. All these 
ecclesiastical bodies expressed their grateful 
appreciation of the work of the American Bible 
Society and their approval of its modified 
methods, and pledged their continued co-opera- 
tion with its agents. Each body contributed 
money to our work, and the presiding bishops 
also reminded pastors that it was expected of 
them to take up annual collections in the 
churches for the Bible cause. 

During the month the weather and roads have 
been very unfavourable to our colportage work. 
Colporteur Akin, after a suspension of work 
since June, has now resumed labour. Money 
is plentier, he says, but he has a cold time, 
two snows this month and the Brazos River 
frozen, which made it difficult to visit families on 
his field. Several colporteurs experienced delay 
in having their books carried to convenient 
points, on account of the roads and weather. 
Such cold, rain, mud and snow, are very unusual 
in Texas at this season. . 

The colportage work for December is con- 
siderably improved, notwithstanding the con- 
tinuation of unfavourable weather—more snow, 
ice, and greater cold than ever known in this 
State. 

UTAH AND ADJOINING TERRITORIES. 


I have to report, with devout gratitude to the 
Author of the Holy Bible, that he is giving me 
and the colporteurs under my direction unex- 
pected favour among the people who occupy the 
valleys in the tops of the mountains. The Mor- 
mon authorities have opened their large meeting 
houses in Provo and in Springville tor me to 
preach in, and they give up their Sabbath school 
services that I may address their scholars. At 
Logan, to the great surprise of all, I was given a 
cordial welcome to the “Tabernacle pulpit” and 
Sabbath schools. 

We have organized, during the month, three 
Bible societies, with leading Mormons on each 
executive committee, associated with Methodist 
and Presbyterian preachers and laymen. Last 
Sabbath I made seven public addresses on the 
Bible, and have attended thirty-nine meetings. 

WEST VIRGINIA. 

Last month, including my remarkable success 
at Lewisburg, was the most effective of the 
season, and the more so’ considering the fact 
that my former visit to Lewisburg was well-nigh 
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a failure. You could not have rendered aid to a 
more promising field. By gleaning, after public 
collections, I sometimes double and triple: the 
amount first collected—as quite recently at Hin- 
ton. But the giving is not large, the ministry 1s 
not half supported, and the cause of benevo- 
lence generally languishes. There is, however, a 
brightening outlook. Young West Virginia com- 
pares favourably with the “Old Dominion.” 

I have made 290 business calls in December, 
and attended five anniversaries. Huntington 
City Bible Committee surpassed the others in 
liberality, but all are doing well. Fayette, Puf- 
nam, and Cabell Counties are not only holding 
their own but waxing strong. y

DELAWARE STATE BIBLE SOCIETY. 


At the sixty-eighth annual meeting of this soci- 
ety, held in Wilmington, in the First Presby- 
terian Church, it was reported that “the man- 
agers had employed for the last six months, as 
their colporteur, Miss Eunice Holt, who seems 
to have given satisfaction. Nearly all parts of 
the county, including Delaware City, Port Penn, 
St. George’s, Odessa, Middletown, and other 
places, have been visited by her on her benev- 
olent mission. She disposed of 168 Bibles, 326 
Testaments, 142 copies of the Testament and 
Psalms, at a cash value in all of $255. She was 
well received, but found a surprising number of 
families, including coloured, without any part of 
the Scriptures in their homes. Much satistaction 
was expressed with the results of her work,”

“In this State (La.,) eleven parishes have been 
reported finished, namely, Caldwell, Winn, Red 
River, Webster, East Feliciana, East Baton) 
Rouge, Livingston, St. Tammany, Terrebonne, 
Lafayette, Latourche; which, added to nineteen 
completed last year, and six the year previous, - 
make thirty-six in all. Franklin, Grant, Lincoln 
and Washington, are nearly completed, leaving 
a balance of seventeen parishes, nine of which 
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have had considerable work done in them, and 
only eight have not yet been entered since the 
Canvass was commenced. 

In Mississippi the work in six counties has 
been completed during the year, which, added 
to those canvassed in 1877, 1878, and 1879, 
make twenty-two counties thoroughly canvassed, 
leaving fifteen counties, twelve of which are 
now being worked.

Mr. Prince says, under date of 
Dec. 31, 1880: “ Count Korff, newly elected vice- 
president of the Russian Bible Society, told me 
to-day that the $3,000 from your Society is a great 
boon, for which his society owed their best 
acknowledgments and grateful thanks.” ~ He 
further states that a great field of labour is 
opening up in the remote region of Tobolsk.

REGULATIONS RESPECTING GRANTS. 

To whom grants are made. Upon suitable application, 
the Board of Managers will make grants of books, to 
Auxiliary Societies and to other responsible parties, for 
sale and gratuitous distribution. 

The descriptions of books granted. The Board of Mana- 
gers grant chiefly their cheaper publications, keeping in 
view the special necessities of the various classes of per- 
sons to be supplied. Fine and costly books cannot be 
given away consistently with the benevolent ends of the 
Society. 

How to obtain grants. For local work, requests for 
donations of books should be presented first to the Aua- 
iliary Societies within whose fields the books are to be 
distributed, and whose duty it is to furnish them, if pos- 
sible. When an Auxiliary is unable to do this, applica- 
tion should be made to this Society, with the endorse- 
ment of a responsible officer of the Auxiliary. 

Applications from Auxiliaries, and those for general 
work from other parties, should each have the endorse- 
ment of the District Superintendent. 

Public institutions supported by local or State governments, 
and public libraries, colleges, seminaries, and secular schools, 
do not come within the range of charitable objects. 

The American Bible Society expects that due credit 
will be given for its donations by those to whom its 
books are confided for distribution. 


BIBLE SOCIETY RECORD.
